Assuming that you have chosen good 
stock from which to raise your chicks, 
give them untiring care, nourishing 
food and plenty of it, and carefal ov- 
ersight, unii! they are several weeks 
old, or large enough to withstand or- 
dinary chill or wet, changes in the 
weather, and coarser food, says a 
writer, 

The first food after the chicks have 
been ont of the shell 24 hours may 
be soaked bread crusts, or a cake made 
purposely for them, and moistened 
with milk or water. ‘This cake is made 
from the mixed meal fed the hens 
(corn, cate and fine feed). A little 
salt and saleratus are added and it is 
then wet up like a mash and thorough- 
ly baked. The uncooked dough, 60 
often fed is not fit for smal! chicks, 
and in ita raw state it is far harder 
to digest. This cake should be fed 
certainly twice a day for six weeks, 
but after a few days the bill of fare 
mey be varied thus: Moistened cake in 
the morning and at noon, with the ad- 
dition of mashed emal! potatoes at 
dinner time, Morning and afternoon 
lunch, oatmeal moistened with milk 
or water.

MORE RIOTS IN CHINA. 


The Natives: at Sha Shi Attack Berepeas 
Residents. 

A deapatch from Seattle, says:--The 
steamer Rio Jun Mano has arrived here 
with meagre news of an anti-European 
riot at Sha Shi, China, in which the 
British Consulate, Customs house, and 
the stores of Jardine, Mattheson and 
Company abd Butterfield and Swire 
were destroyed by fire. The British 
Counsel was severely beaten, and the 
European residents were forced to 
take refuge in the tea and silk hulks 

ing in the river. No one wae killed. 

Shi is a large city on the Yang- 
tae-Kiang river, about 100 miles from 
its mouth. It was one of the ports 
that was opened to foreigners after 
the China-Japan war. 
against foreigners is still very bitter. 

The riot occurred May 9th; and the 
news of it reached Kobe, May 10th, 
just before the Rio Jun Mano left. 

Two British gunboats had been or- 
dered to Sha Shi fram Hong Kow. 100 
miles down the river, and Consul Har- 
ven, at Shanghai, had sent a gunboat 
from that point. The Rio Jun also 
brings news that the plague at Hong 
Kong ia making frightful headway 
among the natives. large numbers of 
them dying daily.

It provides that the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the coun- 
try shall, for the present, rest largely 
with the Federal Government.

The new district will 
be known as the Yukon district, acom-

He 
had the aptitude for business, the. fin- 
ancial ability which Cavour never ex- 
hibited. He bad the lofty im , 
the generous inspiration, which Prince 
Bismarck always discarded, even if he 
did not treat them with scorn. He 
we at the same time an orator, « a 
statesman, a t, and a man of trusi- 
ness. Great, ver, a eamay be the 
acts of the man, after all he was of 
the buman flesh, and for him. as for 
everybody else, there were trivial and 
low duties to be performed. It is no. 
exaggeration to say that even in these 
low and trivial duties he was great. He 
ennobled the common realities of life. 
His . above all things, a religious 
mind, essentially religious inthe high- 
est sense of the term. He wus « man 
of strong and pure affections, of long 
and lasting friendship. 

Of his domestic life, ao words of 
praise can be adequately spoken, yet 
it waa simply ideally beautiful, and in 
the latter years of Wie life as touching 
as it was beautiful. There was one 
trait which was prominent in his na- 
ture which marked the man more dis- 
tinctly than any other, ‘It was his in- 
tense humanity, his paramount sense 
of right and intolerance of injustice, 
wrong and oppression, wherever to be 
found, or in whatever shape they might 
show themselves. Jajustice, wrong, 
oppression, acted upon him as it were 
mechanically, aroused every fibre of 
his being: and from that moment to the 
repairing of the injustice, the undoi 
of the wrong, and the destruction 
the oppressiod, he gave his mind, his 
heart. his soul, hig whole life, with an 
energy. intensity. ani vigor parralleled 
in no man unless it be the lirdt Napo- 
leon. Inconsistencies there were none 
im nis life. He had been brought up 
in the most unbending schoo! of Tory- 
ism. He became the most active re- 
former of our own times. Thus he was 
always devotedly, lovingly attached 
to the Church of England. He loved it, 
aé he said himself in many of his 
speeches. He adhered to establishment 
in England, but the very reasons and 
arguments which in his mind justified 
the establishment of the Church in 
England compelled bim to a different 
course as far as that Church was con- 
cerned in Ireland. Im England the 
OQhureh was the Church of the majority. 
In ireland it was the Church of the 
minority, and therefore he did not besi- 
tate. His course was clear. He re- 
moved the one Church and maintained 
the r. 

So it was with Home Rule. But com- 
ing to this subject of Home Rule, 
though there may be much to say, per- 
haps, this is neither the occasion nor 
the place ta say it. The Lrish problem 
is dormant, but not solved. He sacri- 
ficed friends, power, popularity, in 
order to give that supreme measure of 
justice to a long-suffering people. 
Whatever may be the views which men 
entertain upon the policy of Home 
Rule, every man, whether friend or 
foe of the measure, must say that it 
was pot only a bold, but it was a noble 
thought, that of attempting to quell 
discontent in Ireland by trust to 
Irish honour and Irish generosity. Now 
he is no more. England is to-day in 
tears, but fortunate is the nation 
which has produced such a man. His 
work is not done his work is» still 
going on. The example he gave to the 
world will live forever, and the seed 
which he has sown with such a copi- 
ous hand shall still germinate and 
bear fruit under the full light . of 
heaven.

He 
wee detained in the Afghan capital 
im commequence of the Indian fron- 
tier troubles, Asked regarding the 
situation when he left Kabul, Sic Sal- 
ter said: “Everything waa quiet, and 
ail the various factions thoroughly an- 
der control, In fact, I may aay I 
mever knew Kala! to be more tranquil 
than during the time the Afridi ris- 
ing “was in progress. There waa, it is 
true, some anxiety at firat aa to how 
it could affect us, bat so firm ia the 
Aimeer’s rale that the people remain- 
ed passive. There waa some attempt 
atarising among the Loghmanis near 
Jalalabad. At the moment it became 
known the Ameer sent down « force 
and nipped it im the bad. The abortive 
movement was a direct outcome of the 
frontier troubles, the Loghmanisa de- 
claring their intention of preaching a 
jebad, Within a very short time, 
however, the leadess were brought 
back Into ‘Kabul. and Abdurrahman 
succeeded in,ao overawing the other 
tribesmen that at no time was there 
any disturbance of order,” 

Asked as to what was really the 
Ameer’s attitude towards the British 
Govermment in connection with the 
frontier war, Sir Salter anid: “I am 
very happy that my prophesies of past

A clergpmmn’s wife once wrote to 


the dairy editor saying that their cow] 


waa expected to calye in two or three 
months, but still gave quite a meas of 
good mi'k which waa very hard to 
churn.

The Caterpillar Plague. 

The following item from an Ottawa 
paper pretty nearly describes the con- 
dition of affairs in this section in regard 
to the worm pest this year :~‘' Mr. E. 
Irving, of West Templeton, reports that 
the country surrounding that township 
is suffering from a plague of catapillars 
such as he has never known before. 
For hundreds of acres these insects have 
totally stripped the cherry, poplar, and 
saillie trees of their leaves, and they 
have now commenced to devastate the 
apple trees. In previous years the pop- 
lar and wild cherries have suffered 
largely froth this pest, but this is the 
first time that apple trees have been at- 
tacked, The insects arein such swarms 
that it is almost impossible to step on 
the road in some places without crush- 
ing them, and fences and tons of posts 
are coyered with layers of caterpillars 
as thick as aman’s hand. The farmers 
in that neighborhood are quite alarmed 
at the inroads which the pest is 
making.”

U, S. ARMY IN BAD SHAPE. 


Gen. Miles Intimates 1 Is Daprepared for 
Active Campaign tn Coba or Porte Rice, 
A despatch from Washington, says: 

~denetal Miles intimated in his de- 
spatchea to the War Department that 
he finds the volunteer forces of the 
United States wholly umprepared at 
the present time for an active cam- 
paign against the enemy. No official 
report has been made yet by the gen- 
eral..as hé has not by any means com- 
pleted hia tour of inspection. 

The volunteer army is lacking in the 
teny necessaries that would be need- 
ed in a campaign either in Cuba or 
Porto Rico. Many regiments have 
no*uniforms, and many more regi- 
ments are deficient in shoes, hats, and 
underclot hing. Although every ef- 
fort is being mada by the Government 
to supply the troops as rapidly as pos- 
sible with first-<clasa equipment, the 
suthorities find themselves greatly 
hampered by the lack of facilities in 
the United States for making clothing 
for the soldiers. 

TROUBLE ABOUT AMMUNUTION, 

There has also been some alight diffi- 
culty im supplying the army at such 
short notice with arms and ammuni- 
tion, but this trouble is being very rap- 
idly overcome. Bids have been called 
for from the leading cartridge com- 
panies of the United States for large 
quantities of revolvers and rifles. The 
(nion Metallic Cartridge Company, has 
presented bids on 45 and .38 ‘calibre 
cartridges. This company estimates 
that it can supply 100,000 cartridges in 
fifteen days, 200,000 during the follow- 
img ten days, and 25,000 afterward each 
day. a 
The Winchester Gompany and the 
United States Cartridge Oomypany have 
also presented bids to the War Depart- 
tment. Both of these companies esti- 
mate that they can supply large 
amounts of ammunition upom short no- 
tixe, There is mo doubt that the Ord- 
nance Department will make several 
large ootitracts for cartridges within 
the mext few days.

GOOD WIN'S §73.000. 


Mr. Blair. Minister of Railwaya, an- 
nounced that the sum of $73,000 which 
the Exchequer Court declares to be 
due to the contractor for the Soulang- 
es canal has mot yet been paid, aa the 
Department of Justice ia considering 
the advisability of entering an aj 
peal. 

The Minister anticipates that the 
Soulanges canal, which will cost five 
million dollars, will be open for navi- 
gation next spring. 

A BILL WITHDRAWN, 


The Sons of England bill, after mak- 
ing its way through the Commons in 
face of a strong opposition, met with 
disaster in the Banking and Com- 
merce Committee of the Senate. Mr. 
Fitzgerald, Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, and J. M. Courtney, Deputy Min- 
ister of Finance, both made strong re- 
presentations in favour of inserting in 
the Sons of England bill the clause 
placed in the Foresters’ bill requiring 
an increase of rates. By a vote of LI 
to 7, the committee decided that the 
measure could only pasa with such 
limitation, and thereupon the promot- 
ers withdrew their bill. 


MANITOBA’S CLAIM. 


Premier Laurier gave notice of a mo- 
tion to credit Manitoba with $284,465 
te settle the claim for legislative build 
ings, and to pay $241,836 arrears of 
inte reat. 

YUKON GOVERNMENT BILL. 

When the Yukon Government bill 
waa before the House, Mr. Davin said 
it met the requirements of the dig 
trict pretty well. He admitted it waa 
proper, at present, not to give miners 
the control of the Executive Council, 
and to retain euch appointment at Ot- 
tawa. To make the Council leas auto 
cratic, however, he euggested that the 
judges be expofficio members. This 
suggestion was adopted by Mr. Sif- 
ton, who moved an amendment, making 
judges exjofficio members, of the Ex- 
ecutive. He said the Council would 
bave a great deal of work, as tha porr- 
ulation of the district was now 40,000. 


THE RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 


All the varioua Yukon railway 
echemes for ‘entering the district 
through U. S&. territory, . including 
Hamilton Smith’a bill, were withdrawn 
in the Railway Committee by the re- 
qQueat of the Government.

PELAGIC SEALING TO 

Washington Antherttie: Thiek Bebring 
oon Dificuities WHI be stepped. 

A despatch from Washington D. C.. 
says: The Canadian negotiations re- 
cently concluded here led to the sign- 
ing of & protocol which formally agreed 
to the exact subjects to be submitted to 
an interaational yommission. While 
the protecol makes ao preliminary 
agreement on the several questions, 
yet it is the general understanding 
among Officials that the Behring Sea 
Question will be adjusted and finally 
settled by the complete termination 
of pelagic sealing. This has been a 
source of controversy for many years, 
the United States seeking to put an 
end to pelagic sealing, and Canada, 
through the Imperial Government, con- 
testing against this termination of an 
dustry very profitable to many citi- 
wen of the Canadian Pacific coast. 
During the recent negotiations, hew- 
ever, it developed that thie industry 
was practically extinct. and was no 
longer profitable to any considerable 
number of Canadians. It was stated 
by those well versed in the matter 
that only two Canadian vessela were 
engaged at present in sealing opera- 
tioms In Behring Sea. Heretofore the 
Canadian sealera have gone to the 
Behring Sea by the hundreds, and it 


BE ENDED 


\} was impossible for Canada to atop the 
industry without paying these sealers 


& very considerable sum, running into 
the millions, for the extermination of 
their industry. Now, however, under 
the changed conditions, it ia aaid that 
Canada has only a few sealers to deal 
with and that she is, therefore, in a 
position to meet the contentions of the 
United States without seriously injur- 
ing @ large established industry. While 
no agreement towards giving up pela- 
gic sealing was reached during the re 
cont meeting, the discussion was along 
lines indicating that the coming com- 
mission without difficulty, and with 
due regard for the interests of both 
Governments, could put an end to the 
Bebring Sea comtroversy by agreeing 
to a complete suspension of pelagic 
sealing. It is understood, also, that 
the protocol specifically recitea that 
there shall be three representatives 
from each Government in the Cana- 
dian-American commission.

Agricultural News and 
Comments. 


The largest farmer in England, curi- 
ously enough bears the name of Farmer. 
His residence is in Wiltshire, and the 
entire amount of his holdi exceeds 
15,000 acres. He milks at least 1,000 
cows, and has a stock of upwards of 
5,000 sheep. By paying his men good 
wages, he commands the most useful 
class of labor. He also obtains his 
farms on the best possible terms. 


At the Birmingham. England. Police agg: 


Court, recently, a dealer was fined £1 
and £5 costs, or nearly $30 in all for 
selling butter containing boracic acid. 
The knepactot prosecuting the case pur- 
chased half a pound of butter from the 
offender, which, when analyzed, was 
found to contain seventy grains of bora- 
cic acid, This is one instance of the 
many which haye induced exporters of 
Canadian butter to insist upon butter- 
makers here not using preservatives of 
any kind. 


At the Iowa State Fair a novel and 


at the same time a practical method is 


adopted for testing farm machinery. 


The managers during the summer grow 
crops of corn and potatoes on the fair 
grounds,which are ready for harvesting 
when the exhibition is held; 


farmers who, visit the show see just} M 


how the farm machinery on exhibition 
works in actual practice and do not 
have to depend upon an explanation of 
ite mechanism only. A plowing match 
is also another strong drawing card. 


On a 8,000 acre farm in New Jersey, 
2,000 tons of ensilage were grown last 
year at « cost of eighty-two cents per 
ton when hary and put in the silo. 
The yield on some parts of the land was 
thirty-three tons per acre, actual weight. 
A large dai is kept and fed 
largely on ensilage during the winter. 
The milk yield agg cow averaged last 
year 6,250 pounds. The owner sells all 
the milk he can produce at ten cents per 
quart, and guarantees twenty per cent 
of cream on each bottle, 


It is a matter of wonder to people liy- 
ing outside of Canada, and especially 
to those living in the United States, 
why Canada sends abroad each year 
auch large quantities of wood ashes. 
These people think that it would be bet- 
ter economy for us to keep the wood 
ashes at home and use them as a fertil- 
izer, and we think so too. Wood ashes 
in the rural districts are very cheap. 
Pedlars have been accustomed to go 
through the count oer gin up ashes 
givin one pound of hard soap for one 

ofashes. This is a foolish prac- 
tice on the part of our farmers, They 
would make ten times as much by utili- 
ging their wood ashes as fertilizers. 
Ww ashes are valuable in many be 
Where large quantities are used ashes 
will prevent potato scab,though enough 
should be used to make the soil alkali 
enough to kill the scab germ. Ashes, 
however, will do better on clover or 
grass than on potatoes. 


Last year the losses of cattle shipped 
from Canada to Great Britain amounted 
to e'ght for every one thousand shipped, 

inst five per one thousand in 1996. 
early one-half of the losses last year, 
however, occurred on two yoyages un- 
der exceptional circumstances, and 
therefore the losses are not large. In 
shipping from South America there 
were losses lAst year of ay one for 
eyery thousand cattle shipped and 
thirty-six per thousand of the sheep, as 
compared with fifty-five cattle and 
twenty-six sheep per one thousand for 
1896. The losses on shipments from 
the United States last year were only 
three cattle and eight sheep for every 
thousand of each class shipped as com- 
pared with four per thousand of cattle 
and nine per thousand of sheep in 1896. 
The losses from the United States, 
therefore, show a marked improvement 
oyer the losses on Canadian shipments. 
low percentages of losses from the 
United States is said to be largely due 
to the practice of dehorning as carried 
on by the feeders and shippers. 


The Hope of Canada. 


A company of Royal Military Gollege 
cadets from Kingston gaye an exhibi- 
tion of physical and military drill at 
the big tournament held in Toronto a 
few weeks ago, and this is how they 
impressed an onlooker in that city :— 

“ The 24 cadets from the military col-| 
lege at Kingston, it is fair to say, made 
a deeper impression upon thinking 
people than did any other feature of the 
recent Military Tournament. Their 
rosy cheeks, broad shoulders, brawny 
chests and free, manly carriage were 
those rather of young Greek heroes than 
of Canadian schoolboys. People seemed 
to realize for the first time the splendid 
development of muscle, strength and 

ility of which young Canada is cap- 
able; and many a mother doubtless 
thought of her own, narrow chested.

Pity that all the school boards of 
Canada could not haye witnessed that 
splendid exhibition of manly strength 
and grace, and asked themselves the! 
same question, for there is no good| 
reason why Canada should not be a 
nation of just euch men as those boys 
will become; and then she would be 
one of the greatest nations on earth. 

Any country school in the Dominion 
could produce such boys, were the 
school laws adequate. A room. a few 
score dumb-hells, a woolen “ horse,” a 
shower bath, and a schoomaster who 
has been taught the uses of his lees 
and arms,are the only requisites. They 
would come cheap, and it is to be hoped

The Farmer's Wife. 


The farmer's wife gets very little 
sympathy, but a t deal is heard 
from time to time of the hard working 
farmer who,according to his own show- 
ing, works all the hours that are made 
and a few over. He is always up be- 
fore daylight, and he keeps on working 
till long after dark. He says so him- 
self, and he ought to know. I have 
studied the farmer for more years than 
I now care to count, and I feel impelled 
to say that I don’t ~~ agree with 
him when he talks of all work and no 
recreation, On well managed farms in 
the coast districts, where a regular ro- 


tation of crops is grown, the farmer and] | 


his assistants are kept pretty fully oo- 
cupied during the greater portion of the 
year ; but in the wheat-growing locali- 
ties there is always a very easy time 
between the sowing and harvesting 
periods. If the farmer works then, the 
result of his labor is not often apparent. 
The farmer's wife, on the contrary, has 
to work hard all the year round, and 
harder than usual when the harvest is 
being gathered. She it is who really 
keeps the house going by her industry 
ne economy, and the money she makes 
out of poultry, eggs, butter, etc., which 
the wheat-crower looks upon as rather 
beneath his notice, though he well 
knows their value in reducing the 
household bills. If dairying as well as 
agriculture is carried on, the female 
members of the household do most of 
the milking, while the farmer takes 
the milk to the butter factory or cream- 


ery. and discusses the Eastern question | 


with other farmers whom he meets 
there, believing all the time that he is 
working hard. I never knew a pros- 
perous farmer who did not owe a large 
measure of his success to his wife, but 
neither in the press nor on the platform 
has she ever received the recognition 
she deserves. The farmer's wife is en- 
titled to far more consideration than 
she now gets. She should not be com- 
pelled to wait for her reward till “ we 
meet to greet each other in the coming 
by-and-by.”—The Australasian.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR PARIS GREEN. | 


Paris green ie a good insecticide, but 
is somewhat troublesome to use in liq- | 
uid form, as it does not dissolve readily, | 
and needs constant agitation to keep 
it from settling, 

If allowed to settle at all, the distri- | 
bution is not uniform, and injury is, 
likely to result to the foliage of some, 
planta, while the insects on other , 
plants escape. Moreover, it le unduly , 
expensive, whether used dry or in the, 
form of @ epray. 

White arsenic in a soluble form. costs 
about one-third as much as Paris green, 
and givea no trouble in the way of set- 
tling. Dissolve two pounds of commer 
cial white arsenic and four pounds of , 
carbonate of soda, (washing soda) in 
two gallons of water and use one and 
one-half pints to « barrel of Bordeaux 
roixture, fifty gallons.. | 

The easiest way to make the solu- ; 
tion is to pat. both the white arsenic 
and carbonate of soda in agalion of 
boiling water and keep boiling about | 
fifteen minutes, or until a clear liquid | 
is formed. and then dilute to two gal- 
lons. 

One and one-half pints of this solu- 
tion to each barrel of Bordeaux mix- | 
ture is sufficient to use when spray- 
ing for potato blight and potato —— 
for apple scab and apple worms, or for 
any other purpose where a combination 
mixture for fungi and insects is re- 
quired. 

. This combination has been. fully 
tested at the Ohio Experiment Station, 
to which institution we are indebted 
for the information given in this art- 
icle, and found to be quite as effec- 
tive as the Paris green and Bordeaux

RIOTING NEAR BELFAST. 
ti aaa 
@rangemen Break Up a Nationalist Preces- 
sien and Attack the Police With Stencs 
~Treeps Called Gat. 

A despatch from Belfast says :~Dur- 
ing the celebrations of the anniversary 
of June 6, 1686, when seven civilians 
were «hot on Shank Hill road by the 
constabulary, the Nationalist proces- 
sion, while returning on Monday even- 
ing from Hannanstown, was broken up 
ina riot, Several thousand Orangemen 


in the Shank Hill road attacked and 
overpowered the police and chased them 
back into the Brow Square barracks. 


Sa- | Several mounted constables were sev- 


erely injured and one had his leg brok- 
en. The police reinforcements which 
arrived were compelled to threaten the 
erowd with their revolvera before they 
were able to reseue their comrades 
from the fury of the mob, which tore 
up the street for missiles. The troops 
were then called out, but the mob 
cheered them and sang “ Rule Britan- 
nia.” At a late hour in the evening 
there was renewed rioting. and the 
troops were compelled to charge the 
mob, numbering several thousand. The 
riotere stoned the police and troops, 
One constable who fell fram his horse 
was savagely beaten with stones. Whea 
Shank Hill was cleared the crowds ga- 
thered in the side streets. Altogether 
this Was the worst rioting that has o- 
curred here simoe 1886. [t waa prolorig- 
ed until midnight, aad the city is still 
in a dangerous state of excitement. Ov- 
er fifty policemen have been injured 
and twenty-four have been taken to 
the hospitals with fractured skulls 
and severe scalp wounds. Many civili- 
ans were injured in the military 
oharges. some dangerously. The con- 
stable who was thrown from his horse 
is not expected to recover from his in- 
jaries. The military are now in prac- 
tical occupation of Shank Hill.

“The line bedded by the New York at- 
tacked the new earthworks near Morro 
castle.

The Spanish batteries 
remained silent. It is doubtful whe 
ther the Spaniards were able to deter- 
mise the character of the movement, 
owing to the dense fog and heavy 
rain which were the weather features 
this morning. 


A TORRENT OF SHELLS, 


Suddenly the Iowa fired a 12-inch 
shell, which struck the base of the Es- 
trella battery, and tore up the works. 
Instantly firing began from both Rear- 
Admiral Sampson's and Commodore 
Schley’s’ columns, and a torrent of 
shells from the ships fell upon the 
| Spanish works. The Spaniards replied 
promptly, but their artillery work waa 
of a very poor quality, and most of 
their shots were wide. Smoke settled 
around the ships in dense clouds, 
rendering accurate aiming  diffi- 
eult, There was no manoeuvring, 
the ships remaining at their original 
stations and firing steadily. The 
equadrons were so close inshore that 
it was difficult for the American gun- 
ners to reach the batteries on the hill- 
tops, but their firing was excellent. 
Previous to the bombardment ordera 
were issued to prevent firing on Mor- 
ro castle, as the American admiral had 
been informed that Lieut. Hobson, and 
the other priseners of the Merrimac 
were confined there. In spite of this, 
however, several stray shots damaged 
Morro castle somewhat. 


A HOT FIRE AT 800 YARDS. 


OCommodore Schiey’s line moved clos- 


er inshore, firing at shorter range. The

Eastward, the New York and New 
Orleans silenced the Cayo battery in 
quick order, and then shelled the earth- 
works located higher up. 

Later om the practice was not so ac- 
curate, owing to the elevation of the 
gunk. Many of the shells, however, 
landed, and the Spanish gunners re- 
tired. 

Shortly after. 9 o'clock the firing 
ceased, the warships turning in order 
to permit the use of their port batter- 
ies. The firing then became a long re- 
verberating crash of thunder and the 
shells raked the Spanish batteries with 
terrible effect. Fire broke out in the 
Catalina fort, and silenced the Span- 
ish ‘uns there. 

SPANISH FORTS SILENCED. 

The firing of the fleet continued un- 
til ten o’clook, when the Spanish fire 
ceased entirely, and Rear-Admiral 


Sampson hoisted the “cease firing" sig- | 


nal, Generally, the fire of the [leet 
was very destructive. Many ‘of the 
earthworks were knocked to pieces and 
the Estrella and Catalina fortifica- 
tions were so damaged that it is ques- 
tionable whether they will ever be

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RIOTOUS NEGRO TROOPS.

Casing & Great Deal of Troabic at Tampa, 
Fiertda. 


A despatch from Jacksgnville, 
Florada, says: — Advices received 
here from sources in Tampa which 
cannot be doubted tell of a very 
bad state of affairs there and in Ybor 
City relative to the coloured’ troops 
now in camp. Negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry at Tampa heights broke loose 
last Monday night, and there was a 
wild time. The men became intoxicat- 


ed. and nearly wrecked Ybor (City. 
They fired forty or fifty shots into 
some of the houses. In the place 
known as Fort. Brooke the rioters al- 
most demolished the houses. com- 
pelling their ocoupants to flee to Tam- 
pa for safety. It is reported that dur- 
ing the row a white officer of one of 
the- companies was shot and seriously 
wounded by a coloured private. Com- 
pany “H.” Second Massachusetts, was 
ordered out to restore order, and a 
white soldier was shot in the shoulder 
by anegro. Althoughthe white troops 
succeeded w hinge. gem the negroes to- 
ward morning the rioting was resum- 
ed with increased vigor on Tuesaday. 
While the negroes were at the height 
of their wild revelry a company of 
Southern white volunteers appeared 
and promptly attacked the rioters. A 
large number of ahota were fired, and 
it is asserted that four negro regulars 
were killed, although this has not been 
verified. Several soldiers were more or 
less hurt. The Second Georgia Regi- 
ment was ordered on guard duty Tues- 
day night. and prevented any further 
outbreak. Residents of Ybor City were 
greatly alarmed, and there ia much 
uneasiness in Tampa over the pre- 
sence of the colored troops, who are 
declared responsible for many more or 
less serious affrays. General Shafter 
has been urged to place a strong guard 
around the camp of the coloured éol- 
diers, and to keep. them confined 
strictly within its limits so long ag they 
are held in this State.

The bodies of 
Privates McCollgan and Dunphy were 
found, both shot inthe head: The large 
cavities caused by the bullets, which 
inside a range of 500 yards have a 
rotary motion, indicate that the vic- 
tims were killed at close range. 

The bodies were stripped of -shoes, 
hats, and cartridge belts, and horribly 
mutilated with machetes.

at « time, it is of inferior quality, but 
they cannot undertake the task of re- 
moving the earth and clay, in order 
to satisfy their few days of labor. In 
other sections there is no gravel, but 
field and quarry stone is to be found 
in abundance, frequently along the 
road to be improved. But with this 
material unprepared for roadwork, no-

A SUPERVISOR. 

The first and greatest need of every 
and any system of road construction, is 
to have one man at the head of the 
work to act as e general supervisor. He 
must be a practileal man, and if pos- 
sible, experienced in road construc- 
tion, and acquainted with the prin- 
ciples underiying it. The advantage of 
ving such an officer, appointed by

The plans and records should 
show, as to roads, whether they are 
of gravel, stone or earth, graded or 
ungraded, the system of drainage, and 
nature and extent of traffic upon them, 
He should carefully study the present 
and future requirements of traffic on 
all roads, the class of roads best suit- 
ed to such traffic, the width and depth 
of metal, width of graded portion, am- 
ount of crown and other details of 
construction. 

He should possess full informa. 
tion as to location, extent and qual- 
ity of material suitable for road con- 
struction, and amount of plank and 
timber obtainable from ratepayers in 


the township or district, suitable for | 


repairs. 


Sth. He should repert to the coun-| 


ell as early as possible in each year, 
showing the number and location of 
culverts and small bridges to be re- 
built or repaired, with a detailed 
statement of all material required for 
this work, and an estimate of the cost. 
It would also be advantageous to have

Years before she even thought of that 
exercise for herself men had enjoyed 
cycling, and it had increased their vig- 
or and prokmged thelr lives, Gearcely 
more then ten years ago safety biny- 
cles were in thelr infancy, and mak- 
ing them for women’s use was an ex- 
periment undertaken with more or leas 
misgiving. 

It was estimated that the force need- 
ed to propel a wheel was greater than 
the average an could supply. That 
was the first pbjection to women be- 
coming oyoli Then it was asserted 
that wheeling was too unbecoming and 
immodest to be practiced by the gentl- 
er sex. When |those arguments failed 


daily spins they were assailed and ap- 
pealed to on the ground that the wheel 
| was the personal and favorite Instru- 
iment of Satan, and that cycling “had 
le tendency to lure young girls into 
paths that lead directly to sin.” Moth- 
ers were cautioned against permitting 
thelr daughters to ride, and husbands 
became uneasy lest their wives should 
wheel away. 

To supplement the amxiety of the 
|household, clergymen averred that 
their congregations had been seriously 
diminished by the bicycle’s popularity, 
and that sisters who had formerly oo- 
cupied front seata im the churches were 
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to be seen decked in blouse waists and | 


abbreviated skirts hurrying past the 
sanctuary. Theatre managers charged 
the wheel with diverting the attent 
of young ladies from the harmless am- 
usements of the stage to the 
doubtful attractions of suburban groves 
aod retreats labelled “Ice Cream and 
j Soda.” Other dirsatisfied persons. in- 
cluding dealers in furniture, vowed 
that, with many housewives, comfort 
| and sesthetics in the home had become 
secondary conditions since the thought 
of femininity had been given to hose- 
pipe tires and sprockets. Physicians 
| frightened wheelwomen who wouldn’t 
, discard their steel roadsters with 
, threats of paraesthesia and paresis in 
, the interossel, lumbricales and adduct- 
lor pollicis. 

In the last year or two wheelwomen 
have shown a decided liking for cen- 
; tury runs, and for that they have been 
vigorously scored. A few women have 
) exhibited bad taste by engaging in 
jlong club runs composed of men with 
| whom their acquaintance was little 
or nothing. Happily. such impradence 
has been rare. and the examples fur- 
nished have resulted in better judg- 
ment being exercised by others. 

Having endured criticism, reproach, 
and discouragement for so long a time, 
the wheelwoman now rides with a light 
beart. She has succeeded in showing 
that, in the way of moderate and well- 
timed bicycle riding. what’s good for 
man is also good for his companion. 
In other words. in ber battle for the 
bicycle she has won a victory over the 
pessimists and sticklera for old-time 
straitlaced decorum, and to quote one 
of her number, “good health and con- 
tentment among the bicycle girls now 
appear ta be.conatagious.

‘| Sir Adolphe Chapleau, ex-Lieut .-Gover- 


nor of Quebec, died at the Windsor 
hotel in this city a few minutes be- 
fore one o'clock on Monday. He was 
conscious almost to the last. Sur- 
rounding the bedside when the veteran 
statesman passed away were Lady 
Chapleau, Dr. Ephraim Chapleau, and 
Major 8. E. Chapleau, brothers; Col. 
King, his father-in-law; Miss Helen 
Chapleau, hia sister; Mrs, 8. E. Chap- 
leau, Mr. Arthur Dansereau, the two 
Misses Dansereau, Justice Wurtele and 
Mra. Wurtele, Edouard Delpie, Lieut.- 
Governor Jette’a secretary; the Misees 
Jeannine and Eraldine Chapleas,/ Dr. 
Ephraim Chapleau's daughters; Mr. W. 
E. Blumbart, Mr. L. E. A. Buchen, Sir 
Adolphe’s last seoretary; Dr. Roddick, 
in attendance; Abbe Colin, P.S.6.; and 
Vioar-General Racicot, who recited the 
prayers for the dying. Miss Helen 
Chapleau, deceased's ‘sister, held « 
crucifix at times over the dying man's 
lips. Lady Chapleau, leaning on the 
side of the bed in tears, remained with 
her husband to the last. The scene 
Wes avery pathetic one, the life of 
the dying statesman going out as the 
abbe recited the last words of the 
prayer.

BEST FLOWER SEEDS TO BUY. 


It costs just as much in time and 
strength to grow inferior flowers as it 
writes Charity An- 
drews. If you can only afford to buy 
the cheapest seeds, do so by all means. 
There is nothing so sure to get over- 


into the pure air and strengthening 
sunshine as a flower bed. In fact, I 
often get more real satisfaction out of 
saving a funny little thing, or a com- 
mon sort, than the very choicest ones. 
I actually got any amount of pleasure 
one summer out of a thrifty burdock 
that struggled:up through the old 
brick pavement of a city back yard. 

Mixed seeds, that is, several colora of 
one sort in a package. are all right if 
one has but little room or enjoys «a 
medley. But good taste im putting 
colors together makes almost aa much 
difference in a flower bed as it does 
in a woman's dress, or a room; and a 
bed, say of pink, crimson and white aa- 
ters costs only a few cents more than 
one with a hodgepodge of pink. blue, 
purple, crimson, violet, scarlet and 
white. 

Then another thing. Do not send 
for the sorts you like best uniess you 
have a suitable place to grow them. 
For just as sure as you do, the best 


‘sorts to be had will de half failures. 


Nasturtiums, asters, portulacca and a 
dozen other dear old sorts want plenty 
of sunshine; but pansies and begonias 
always take the north side of the house 
where they have their own way. Not 
close to the house, however, unless they 
are sure that.you will keep up the 
supply of moisture that the house wall 
draws out of the soil. Even Boston ivy 
rebels and dwarfs its leaves unless that 
is done. 

J have seen husbands and fathers who 
have insisted on giving the worst pos- 
sible place in the dooryard or gardea 
to the “women folks for posies.” and

j @r’s readers. Not only should the soil 


of the beds be rich and finely pulveriz- 
ed, but enough well rotted manure 
should be kept to mulch them for July 
and August.

you have grown indoors. Once chilled 
to the very marrow, or kept so for days 
at a time. they not only make no grow- 
th but lose so much vitality that the 
ones planted out later get ahead of 
them every time. 

Give every seedling room corréspond- 
ing to its possibi‘ities. if you would 
bring them to perfection. As a rule, 
keep the soil well stirred uatil the 
plants have made a strong growth, say 
the first week In July, then mulch 
them with well-rotted manure, or lawn 
grass clippings. and pull ont what 
weeds come in after this. Don't allow 
& single blossom to wither on its stem, 
much leas go to seed. if you would have 
@ constant supply of flowers. It's a

Further, a tight-fitting top 
should be provided, — to the height 
of nine inches or one foot above the 
surface of the surrounding ground, 
This will prevent surface water, mice, 
rate and frogs from entering. The 
household slops, garbage, etc. should 
never be thrown on the soil in the 
neighborhood of the well; their proper 
place is the compost heap. Finally, 
the well should never be used as a cold 
storage receplacia. nor the dairy or 
other vessels washed at the well un- 
leas there is an ample provision by a 
well-constructed drain to take away 
the wash water, 

A well in which water rises sudden- 
ly after a heavy rain should be re- 
garded with icion unless the sur- 
roundings are scrupulously clean; for, 
as Professor King states, “a 
sudden large rise and fall of the wat- 
ér level in a well, associated with 
heavy rains, cam have no other inter- 
pretation than that water reaches the 
well wi t being filtered through a 
very large amount of soil. An abrupt 
rise and (fall of a few inches might 
have no significance, but where there 
isa rise and fall of a foot or more there 
can be no doubt but that the well is

A SUBSTITUTE FOR PARIS GREEN. 


Paris green is a good insecticide, but 
is somewhat troublesome to use in liq- 
uid form, as it does not dissolve readily, 
and needs constant agitation to keep 
it from settling. 

If allowed to settle at all, the distri- 
bution is not uniform, and injury is 
likely to result to the foliage of some 
plants, while the insects on other 
plants escape, Moreover, it is unduly 
expensive, whether used dry or in the 
form of a spray.

A SHIP’S LIGHTS.

the appellants. This demand the judge 
laughed to ridicule, stating it was pre- 
posterous to expect an opposition bank- 
ing firm to display before the public all 
their private business transactions, and 
felt that a reyision of this kind should 
be conducted in a yery different spirit. 

It is not the intention of the writer 

to say anything harsh or resentful, but 
it hardly seems right that the feeling 
exhibited should prevade the village 
government.

The extra cost of two 
drains is largely reduced, however, by 
the leaner comt of excavation, since. on 
the majority of road allowances, deep 
open drains now exiat, and the soil is 
softer and more cheaply handled than 
that in the hardened centre of the road.

THE EFFECT OF FROST. . 
The injury done to roads by frost is 
caused entirely by the presence of wa- 
ter. Water expands on freezing, and 
the more there is under a road, and 
above frost line, the greater is the in- 
jury. In freezing, water expands. The 
particles of soil in immediate contact 
with the water are first compacted. 
When room for expansion ceases within 
the body of the soil itself, the surface 
ia upheaved. When thawing takes 
place the sub-soil will be found honey- 
combed, ready to settle and sink be- 
neath traffic. It in therefore of the 
utmost importance that the soil should 
be relieved of the water of saturation 
;as quickly as possible by underdrain- 
age. The impassable condition of most 
roads in Canada during the spring, of- 
ten axle deep with mud, is to be at- 
tributed very largely to a wet aub-soil 
which has been honey-combed by frost. 
MAINTENANCE,

ROAD GRADERS. 


A road grader is one of the most ne- 
cessary implements for a township to 
possess. To depend upon manual lab- 
or for the first grading of roads, and 
the repair of othera that require re- 
shaping is a useless waste of labor and 
money. Improved road machinery ia 
a8 great a saving in roadmaking as is 
the self binder or the steam thresher 
in farming operations. To neglect to 
use @ road grader is as unwise as it 
would be to return to the old time 
eradie and flail. if every ratepayer 
took the same personal interest in the 
roads that he does in his farm, no mani- 
cipalities would be without modern ma- 
chinery for road work. The grader in 
the hands of a skilful operator will 
do the work of fifty to seventy-five 
men in grading and levelling the road- 


way. 
A ROAD ROLLER. 


A most valuable implement in road 
construction is the road roller. On 
Lown streets it is indispensable. To 
thoroughly consolidate the gravel or 
stone into @ smooth, hard layer, before 
)it can be mixed up with the sub-aoil,

DIMENSIONS OF ROADS. 


For the average country road, a 
@taded roadway twenty-four feet in 
width between the inside edges of the 
open drains, will be ample to accommo 
date travel.

A SPANISH SIGNAL.

We were nearing the top of one of 
the ridges when we heard Lucas en-

ridge. Lucas’ men were already form- 
ed in line of battle along the top of 
the ridge. Then a heavy exchange of 
volleys began.« Apparently the gueril- 
las had been surprised in time to pre- 
vent them from getting any ridge posi- 
tion. They were concealed in a dense 
thicket at the foot of our hill, When 
we were 200 yards from them, there 
came a perfect shower of Mauser bul- 
leta, singing and whistling about our 
ears, with which the sharp pop of the 
Mauser rifle mingled, but no smoke 
came from the thicket. It was like a 
battle with spectres. I could see’ ab- 
solutely nothing, although we were 
high above the thicket, which spread 
out before us, but there was no doubt 
of the presence of the guerillas. They 
made a great din with their Mausers, 
while from time to time they answered 
the wild cries of the Cubans with 
derisive shouts. The Cubans, filled 
with savage enthusiasm, were chat- 
tering. and cheering, and speeding 
every bullet, 
WITH A SHRILL CURSE. 

The marines all this time were silent. 
There was a sound as if a string of a 
delicate musical instrument was being 
touched rapidly, but very softly. Un- 
der the burning sun, down. goes a Cu- 
ban, shot through the left breast. Two 
comrades carry him back ten feet. 
Down goes Private Walker, of Com- 
pany “D,"” shot in the ankle. Down 
gees another Cuban, shot in the arm. 
Men reel out of line choking for, air, 
and with blazing faces. They drop 
into the slight shade of the cactus. 
The crashing of rifles is as nothing to 
them. 

{| watched the firing line carefully. 
The Cubans did very bad shooting, 
seeming to be trying to pump the val- 
ley full of bullets in their over-en- 
thusiasm to press on. The marines 
were very careful and very cool. Most 
of them raised their rifles like light- 
hing to the shoulder. and then came 4 
rock-like pause before firing. The 
enemy's fire, so furious at first, grad- 
ually slackened until the terrible hail 
from the ridge presently silenced it 
altogether. Then there. was cheering.

No town in the United States ever 
knew such niarvellons leapa in values 
a8 these in Deweon during the last two 
years, especially in the last ten 
ihonths. | have seen more people crazy 
about real estate than about gold 
mining even, and that is saying a good 
‘eal. Lota 502100 feet sold a year ago 
for $1,000; last fall for $4,000, inat De- 
cember for $2,000, amd a month ago 
sold for $12,000. I know two lota on 
Front street that together sold for §4- 
000 last August. They were recently 
sold for $18,000. Laat year logs sold for 
$1.40 apiece, and now they command 
$3 and $4. Moet of the buildings are 
constracted of logs hewn on three sides 
ind chinked with heavy moss. The roofs 
are made of pules on which a layer 
of moss fully ten inches thick is laid, 
and then a layer of dirt about twelve 
inches deep serves to keep out the cold.

There he assuted himself of the gen- 
uineness of the reporta from Alaska, 
and when he had drawn his cash he 
started for Dawson on the firet steam~ 
er north. He has made a great fortune 
im the nine mbnths he has been doing 
business. He gets 5 per cent. on all 
loans, and he has city lota in Dawson 
and gold duat aa security for hia mon- 
ey. I néver knew a money lender to 
have the cinch that Mr. McCauley has. 
Halsey W. Putnam is one of the rich- 
est miners in the Klondike. He is a na- 
tive and was for years a resident of 
Rrooklyn also. He came down to San 
Francisco in March, and is now on his 
way back to Dawson for two years 
more of work. He is worth fully $250,- 
000. He got to Dawson a week after 
the first discovery of gold was made. 
He had about an ounce of gold be- 
tween himself and starvation then. Of 
course, he had the cream of the new 
diggings in which to select hia claim. 
He mined and sold about 870,000

| Reinforced by ten ships of the line 
Nelson started in pursuit. But he kept 
missing the French fleet. He called at 
Alexandria in Egypt, but no French 
ship was there. Then he chased off to 
Syracuse, but still no enemy. Finally 
after about three months of vain pur- 
suit he appeared on August 1 off Alex- 
andria again, and there he beheld the 
object of his search anchored in Abonu- 
kir Bay. The army of Bonaparte had 
been safely landed. The complete de- 
atruction of the French fleet followed, 
however, and the ultimate ruin of the 
Egyptian campaign was assured. 

‘The campaign of Trafalgar, perhaps 
the most memorable in naval history, 
was infinitely more trying to the pa- 
tience of both Nelson and the English 
people than any before it. The British 
admiral blockaded Toulon, where the 
French fleet wus fitting for sea, a full 
year and a half. and in all that time 
not once did he touch foot on the land. 
And how were his perseverance and 
vigilance rewarded? On January 18 
1805 the enemy broke away and swept 
off to sea. It effected a junction with 
the Spanish fleet at Cadiz, which Nel- 
eon had determined to prevent. Then 
the allied force sailed to the Weat In- 
dies with Neleon in pursuit. The chase 
continued back to Europe again. with- 
out success, and Nelson thereupon left 
his. ship and returned temporarily to 
England. It was not until October 5, 


1805, over eight months after tha | 


French force had escaped from Toulon 
harbor that Nelson finally met it and 
the Spanish allies in battle off Cape 
, Trafalgar. :
